been the effect produced on the warlike 
mind of the nobility, by the magnificent 


ſhew of tournaments? Theſe were adopted 
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in all the courts of Europe, and Chivalry 


was held in ſo high a commendation in the 
reign of Francis the Firſt of France, that 
this Prince, the rival of Charles the Fifth, 
inſiſted upon being S after the battle 
of . Marignan. 

As every thing has its viciffitades, fo 
noble an inſtitution has undergone the 
common fate of human eſtabliſhments. It 
ſubſiſts no more; we only remember with 
regret, that the age of Chivalry was that 
of honour. 


After having taken this curſory view, I
